£6.5m for UK’s first large scale 
mine-water energy project 


A £6.5M GRANT has been 
awarded to help pump naturally- 
heated water from an old coal 
mine at Caerau and use it to heat 
150 local homes. 

It will be the first ever large-scale 
mine-water energy scheme to be created 
in the UK. 

The Welsh Cabinet Secretary for 
Energy, Planning and Rural Affairs, 


Lesley Griffiths said: “Our ambition is for 
our nation to be a world leader in 
pioneering low carbon energy. 

“It will not only attract further 
investment to the area, but also addresses 
‘fuel poverty’ by cutting energy bills with 
the potential to be rolled out to Wales and 
beyond.” 

Test drilling into the mine workings 
under the Old Brewers site in Caerau 


during the autumn found that the void is 
full of water at a depth of 230 metres, and 
the British Geological Survey has since 
been testing the temperature, chemistry 
and volume of water that is available. 

Early indications suggest the water has 
an average temperature of around 20.6 
degrees Celsius, warm enough for the 
scheme to be a success.

Saturn also climbs 
further into the eastern 
morning sky and, later 
in the month, Venus 
becomes visible in the 
evening sky where it 
shines in the darkening 
west. 

The word ‘planet’ 
derives from the ancient 
Greek term asters 
planetai which means 
‘wandering stars’. Back 
then, without the aid of 
telescopes, they had 
identified Mercury, 
Venus, Mars, Jupiter 
and Saturn as 
wanderers. 

Last month, I 
promised to take a look 
at The Plough, or Big 
Dipper. However, I 
recently read that 
January 10 was the 
82nd birthday of 
American radio 
astronomer, Robert 
Woodrow Wilson, so I 
thought I would ask: 
“Who is he, and why is 
he important to our 
understanding of the 
universe?” 

In the 1950s, there 
were two theories on the 
origin of the universe. 
The first, and most 
popular, was the Steady 
State Theory, which 
held that the universe 
was homogeneous in 
space and time and had 
always been that way, 
i.e. the universe existed 
in ‘a steady state’. 

The rival, more 
controversial theory, 
took account of Edwin 
Hubble’s discovery in 
1929 that galaxies are 
moving away from one 
another at remarkable 
speeds. 

A few physicists 
argued that the 
separation between 
galaxies must, therefore, 
have been much smaller 
in the past and, 
stretching the idea to the 
limit, the universe must 
have been infinitely 
dense at a single point 
sufficiently far back in 
time. This would, in 
fact, correspond to the 
moment of creation 
which they called The 


Big Bang. 

The conflict between 
the theories was 
resolved by accident by 
Robert Wilson and his 
colleague Amo Penzias 
in 1964. They were 
working with a sensitive 
hom-shaped radio 
antenna at a laboratory 
in New Jersey when 
they discovered a 
persistent hiss with no 
obvious explanation. 

It seemed to come 
from all directions and, 
in spite of repeated 
checks for sources of 
noise, and an unpleasant 
full day spent removing 
a large number of 
nesting pigeons and 
their amassed droppings 
from the interior of the 
antenna, the hiss was 
still there. 

Wilson and Penzias 
finally recognized that 
the mysterious radio 
signal was cosmic 
radiation left over from 
the ancient light which 
saturated the universe 
after its creation. The 
presence of this cosmic 
microwave background, 
a prediction of the Big 
Bang Theory, is 
considered as proof that 
the universe was bom at 
a definite moment, 
nearly 14 billion years 
ago. 

Although the original 
temperature of the 
cosmic microwave 
background was much 
higher, the expansion of 
the universe to the 
present day has cooled 
it to its present value of 
2.73°K(-270°C), which 
is exactly the value 
predicted by Einstein’s 
General Theory of 
Relativity. 

With their discovery 
of this faint ‘afterglow’ 
cosmic microwave 
background, Wilson and 
Penzias set the seal of 
approval on the Big 
Bang Theory, and 
shared the 1978 Nobel 
Prize in Physics for 
their discovery.

All the baskets 
were woven with willow 
harvested from willow 
beds in Monks Wood.

the late autumn to make 
Christmas decorations. 

On January 13, a 
workshop took place in 
Monks Wood to harvest 
this year’s crop of 
willow in Monks Wood. 
Five volunteers and two 
dogs braved the cool 
north-westerly winds 
and completed the 
harvest by lunchtime. 

The willow was cut, 
sorted into matching 
lengths using the bin, 
tied into bundles and 
then stored in a shed or 
barn where it will 
eventually dry out. 

We have to thank the 
Morgan family of 
Village House Farm, 
Marcross for allowing us 
to store the willow in 
one of their bams. 

When the cuttings are 
required for weaving, 
they have to be 
immersed in clean water 


for several days so they 
become pliable for 
weaving. 

Another workshop 
took place in Monks 
Wood on January 17. In 
the morning, Paul and 
Fouise from the Heritage 
Coast Team cut a metre 
width from the shrubs 
growing along the side 
of the public footpath 
that mns along the 
southern boundary of the 
wood. 

In the afternoon, a 
group of 11 students and 
three members of staff 
from Atlantic College 
cleared the cuttings from 
the footpath and spread 
them in the adjacent 
woodland. There the 
cuttings will degrade and 
become organic material 
for the young woodland.

MEMORIES OF THE 
CHRISTMAS TRUCE 


A NUMBER of readers 
have contacted The GEM 
following Alan Thorne’s 
recent letter requesting 
information on the trench 
truces of World War One. 
Here, Peterston-super-Ely 
resident Jean Silvan Evans, 
shares her family’s story: 

T HE legendary 

Christmas truce in 
1914, in the first few 
months of WWI, is 
something that featured 
prominently in my 
childhood. 

My father was there and it was 
a favourite family story - one 
which I have told and re-told to 
generations of children. More 
formally, I wrote about it for the 
internet archive Welsh Voices of 
the Great War Online, part of the 
People’s Collection Wales, that 
recorded the experience of the 
Welsh during WWI. 

So, I was interested to see 
your GEM correspondent Alan R 
Thorne ask for details of the 
truce, particularly in regard to 
the football matches played up 
and down the front line in no¬ 
man’s land: Who scored the 
goals? Who were the referees? 
That’s a lot more organised than 
I ever remember from my 
father’s accounts! Who knows? 
But it seemed much more 
impromptu than that. 

As I said to my young 
grandson - who was the first 
person ever to ask me what 
position my father had played in 
the match! - it wasn’t like that at 
all. It was more like a family 
kickabout in the garden. At least 


that was the way my father told 
it. 

I can refer Mr Thorne, too, to 
‘Winter 1914’ in the splendid 
archive of the National WW1 
Museum and Memorial, which 
has accounts written by soldiers 
of warm and happy encounters 
with their ‘enemies’. 

I haven’t read them all but few 
seem to mention the football - 
although, indeed, one talks of the 
Germans actually winning one 
match 3-2! Most talk of chatting 
together and exchanging 
souven ir s. 

Perhaps I can mention another 
thing about my father’s 
memories of that historic 
occasion. It had started, he said, 
when soldiers began calling to 
each other across no-man’s-land 
- calls that I remember included 
‘Hello, Tommy! Happy 
Christmas!’. Then soldiers from 
both sides began gingerly to put 
their heads above the trenches. 
No-one fired and they became 
bolder. Soon they were all out, 
meeting in the middle, shaking 
hands, laughing, showing each 
other family pictures. The 
impromptu football match 
followed. 

As it grew darker, both sides 
retired to their own trenches but 


the magic had not ended. They 
began to sing carols together 
and, in the unofficial, unexpected 
truce brought about by 
Christmas, two languages 
blended as the carols rose above 
No Man’s Land and the singers 
shared a brief moment of peace. 

This was the part of the story 
my father told happily, with 
broad smiles. 

He wouldn’t always go on to 
the next part but when he did, his 
face would harden in disbelief. 
‘Then the next day,’ he would 
say with a flash of the bitter 
hatred so many of the lions felt 
for the donkeys who led them: 
‘We were killing each other 
again! And they were bloody 
nice blokes.’ 

One hundred years later, that 
truce, when enemies came 
together as brothers, still sheds 
the light of humanity on the 
madness of WW 1. It was, 
perhaps, a last glimpse of the 
Internationale that so many 
idealists had hoped would make 
it impossible for ordinary men of 
different nations to fight each 
other. 

I hope the young people of St 
Cyres might be interested in 
following up some of these lines, 
too.

‘Good Samaritan’ 
attackers convicted 


A GOOD 
Samaritan who 
went to the aid of a 
woman being 
assaulted by her 
boyfriend ended up 
unconscious, 
Cardiff Crown 
Court has heard. 

Jennifer Lumb was 
taken to hospital where 
eight stitches were put 
in a head wound and she 
could not eat solid foods 
for six weeks, said 
Prosecutor Ieuan 
Bennett. 

Daniel Jones (35) of 
Corner swell Road, 
Penarth, admitted a 
charge of wounding and 
Lauren Simpson (22), a 
mother of two, of Wain 
Close, Penarth, admitted 
a charge of causing 
actual bodily harm. 

Jones, who is 
currently serving an 
eight year sentence for 
offences of robbery, 
with a three-year licence 
extension, was jailed for 
one year concurrent 
with the eight year 
sentence. 

Judge Michael Fitton 
QC said because of a 
Court of Appeal ruling 
his hands were tied and 
he could not pass a 
consecutive sentence.

He was, he said, in an 
invidious position 
because of the previous 
sentence. 

Simpson was jailed 
for 20 weeks, suspended 
for one year.

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The Post hits the headlines in Steven 
Spielberg’s expertly-told tale... 


I T seems crazy 
to realise that 
Tom Hanks and 
Meryl Streep, two 
icons of cinema, 
have never shared 
the screen before. 
Well, that was 
before another 
cinematic icon, 
Steven Spielberg, 
brought them 
together for The 
Post. 

The film recounts the 
true story of The 
Washington Post’s 
attempts to expose the 
American government’s 
cover-up off their 
involvement in Vietnam 
over a near-30 year 
period. Led by 
publisher Kat Graham 
(Streep), the first female 


publisher of a major 
American newspaper, 
and editor Ben Bradlee 
(Hanks), the pair, along 
with a group of 
determined journalists, 
face not just breaking a 
huge story in the face of 
government and legal 
pressure to desist, but 
also have to compete 
with their rival 
newspapers... 

The subject of press 
freedom is undoubtedly 
a hot topic at the 
moment, certainly in 
America where the 
current incumbent of 
the White House has 
managed to not only 
create the term ‘fake 
news’ but also held his 
own awards for 
supposed press 
dishonesty. 

The Post, then, is a 


film that is incredibly 
timely, and in the hands 
of a master filmmaker 
like Steven Spielberg, it 
becomes a thrilling, 
nimble tale of not just 
the press holding those 
in charge accountable, 
but also where the line 
is drawn between 
national interest and not 
and (maybe most 
timely), a story where a 
female in a male-driven 
world rises up. 

On paper, you would 
expect this film to be a 
heavy-going affair, full 
of legalese, meetings in 
shadowy doorways and 
grandstanding speeches, 
but what Spielberg and 
scriptwriters Liz 
Hannah and Josh Singer 
do is dial back on that 
and instead offer 
something that is both 
substantial and breezy, 
moving at a pace that 
belies its near-two hour 
running time. 

It helps when you 


have two of the finest 
actors around filling out 
your lead roles in Meryl 
Streep and Tom Hanks 
of course; the latter 
does righteous nobility 
better than anyone 
(especially in the hands 
of Spielberg), but he 
gives Bradlee a little 
more of an edge, 
determined to cover the 
breaking story no matter 
what the cost to 
himself. Graham or the 
paper. Hanks is superb, 
and his partnership with 
Streep makes for 
wonderful viewing, 
especially in the scenes 
where they are duking it 
out. 

Streep’s character 
gets the most dramatic 
arc - thrown into the 
deep end of publishing 
the newspaper after her 
husband’s death, she is 
the only woman in a 
world full of men who 
think they know better, 
and her journey from

the start to the end is 
essayed brilliantly. 

The film really pivots 
on these characters, but 
there is no lack of 
quality behind them. 

The likes of Bob 


Odenkirk, Carrie Coon, 
Bradley Whitford, 

Sarah Paulson and 
Tracy Letts all great 
with what they’re given. 
In a way, despite being 
led by Streep and 
Hanks, this works as an 
ensemble piece where 
the narrative drive 
supersedes backstory, 
which isn’t explored in 
any great depth. 

Given that Spielberg 
turned this around 10 
months, this is a film 
that feels measured and 
considered, but not a 
moment is wasted and it 
moves at a breakneck 
pace, while the urgency 
of the newsroom 
environment and the 
desire to expose the 
truth is conveyed 
effortlessly by the 
direction. This is a film 
that puts you in the eye 
of the storm at all times. 

Hannah and Singer’s 
script (the latter was the 
writer of 2016’s 


Spotlight which bears 
an obvious comparison) 
is sharp and works as a 
double-pronged assault, 
not just on how these 
events of 1971 are more 
prescient than ever, but 
also tackling the battle 
of the sexes (Graham is 
talked over at board 
meetings where her 
points are eventually 
conveyed by her male 
lawyer) as the subject of 
what is deemed right for 
the press is made 
trickier by Graham’s 
gender and the men 
around her (Bradlee 
aside) being unable to 
trust her decision¬ 
making, with money 
and profits their main 
concern. 

Its quick pace does 
mean the film lacks a 
degree of weight that 
you would normally 
find in this sort of story, 
but in a way that what 
makes it so good - 
taking away a layer of 


portentousness and 
you’re left with a 
powerful story told with 
an accessibility that is 
hard to ignore; The Post 
is a wholly engaging 
and expertly-told tale. 

VERDICT: A story 
that is more pertinent 
than ever, The Post may 
be a riposte to the 
current attitudes to 
those in power 
regarding the nature of 
the press, but it's also a 
compelling story 
delivered with verve 
and passion. Strong 
performances from 
Meryl Streep and Tom 
Hanks, amongst others, 
and directed with 
dependable energy by 
Steven Spielberg, this is 
a superb film. 
Recommended.

Austerity, but 
Welsh economy 
‘growing fast’ 


THE Welsh 
Government is 
doing all it can to 
protect Wales from 
the full impact of 
the Conservatives’ 
austerity measures, 
said Jane Hutt.

Secretary of State for 
Wales and Vale MP 
Alun Cairns said: “The 
Conservatives’ record in 
Wales is strong. Under 
the Conservatives, 

Wales has become the 
fastest growing 
economy in the UK, 
outside of London, since 
2010 . 

‘ ‘U nemployment,’ ’ 
said Mr Cairns, “has 


almost halved as we 
maintain Wales’ 
economic momentum.” 

Ms Hutt added that 
Welsh Finance Secretary 
Mark Drakeford had 
recently unveiled a new 
budget for Wales, 
reflecting the Welsh 
Government’s new tax 
and borrowing powers. 

She said: “He is using 
these new powers to 
deliver the priorities that 
will benefit health, 
social care, education 
and housing and 
underpin the economy 
in a fair and robust 
way.” 

Yet speaking of the 
UK Government’s 
Wales Act, Mr Cairns 
said: “(the Act) is 
delivering a stronger, 
fairer, more accountable 
devolution settlement 
with a funding package 
offering security over 
the long term.” 

“I am proud to be a 
member of the 
Government that has 
abolished the Severn 
Bridge tolls which will 
immediately incur a 
£100 million boost to 
the Welsh economy. 

This will be the biggest 
economic stimulus for 
South Wales in 
decades.”

Men’s Forum 
cements knowledge 
of local history 


BARRY Men’s 
Forum recently 
welcomed Stuart 
Escott, head of 
maintenance at 
Aberthaw Cement 
Plant, who gave a 
detailed account of 
the firm’s history 
over its 105 years. 

The firm employs 115 
people, most living 
within a 10 mile radius of 
the plant. The works 
produce seven types of 
cement and have been 
used worldwide in the 
construction of The 
Senedd, Millennium 
Stadium, St David’s 
Hotel Cardiff, the Aswan 
Dam Egypt, the 
Claerwen Dam in the 
Elan Valley and also in 
Australia. 

The cement works is 
very environmentally 
conscious and is 
monitored continually by 
National Resources 
Wales. The products it 
uses are mostly sourced 


locally such as limestone, 
coal, power station ash 
and the aim is to reduce 
carbon emissions. A 
reduction of 30 per cent 
has been achieved in its 
carbon footprint through 
using waste from car 
tyres and polymer chips. 

The plant produces 
cement in a continuous 
run over 365 days. The 
end product is 
despatched to various 
distribution points such 
as Westbury, Wiltshire, 
and Moorswater near 
Liskeard by rail, as well 
as by road, although in 
reduced quantities 
recently. 

The members of 
Forum meet weekly at 
the Holy Trinity Church 
Hall, Aberystwyth 
Crescent, Barry, every 
Thursday at 9.45am. The 
group will not meet on 
January 25, as the annual 
lunch takes place.

ITLL BE ORION 
ON THE NIGHT... 


THE brightest star visible high 
overhead is Capella. Capella is 
just one star that makes up the 
constellation of Auriga. 

A pair of binoculars will also show 
three fainter stars close by, one of these 
is quite normal and large, something 
like 300/400 times as luminous as our 
sun. 

The other two are what we call 
eclipsing binaries, so each star has a 
companion that revolves around the 
other. For example, one star remains 
shining the same brightness for long 
periods, but every 27 years the star we 
can see dims as the unseen companion 
passes in front of it. 

It takes about a year before the star 
we can see returns to full brightness. 
Don’t hold your breath... it will be 
about 2037 before the next event. 

Another constellation well-placed 
near the Milky Way, is Perseus. One 
star called Algol, is known by its 
nickname the ‘winking demon’. Just 
like the kids in Auriga, Algol is an 
eclipsing binary, but the period is only 
two and a half days during which time 
it fades, but always remaining visible 
to the naked eye. 

Lower down in the south is Orion, 
the Hunter that I wrote about last 
month. If you didn’t manage to see this 
beautiful constellation in January, then 
do try next month - if only to locate 
below the three naked-eye belt stars 
the magnificent ‘sword handle’. 

This place is what we call a stellar 
nursery, where many new-born stars 
are embedded in the cloud of gas and 


dust. 

Some of the stars we see are known 
as the Trapezium and are thought to 
have temperatures around 60,000 
kelvins. The constellation can also 
serve as a signpost to other locations. 

For example, if you look at the belt 
stars, use the left-hand star and cast 
your gaze towards the horizon and you 
should find Sirius, the brightest star in 
the sky. Using the right-hand star cast 
your gaze upwards towards Aldebaran, 
this orange star marks the open cluster, 
Hyades. This cluster is in the 
constellation Taurus. 

The brightest star in Orion 
(Betelgeuse - top left shoulder star and 
obviously orange in colour) points the 
way and upper left to the heavenly 
twins Castor and Pollux, the two 
brightest stars of the constellation 
Gemini. 

New Moon is on the 15th and this 
can be the best time to locate other less 
bright objects in the night sky. 
However, the Moon can also be a 
useful pointer, for example on 
February 22 it forms a triangle with the 
two open clusters Hyades and Pleiades 
(the Seven Sisters) in the constellation 
of Taurus the bull.

THIS contest 
between two sides in 
the top half of 
National Division 1 
East Central - Dinas 
Powys and St 
Josephs - was 
played in atrocious 
conditions on a 
pitch that was 
barely playable and 
with a ball 
sponsored by 

Lifebuoy. 

The players soon after 
kick off were all covered 
in mud and barely 
identifiable and both 
sides did well to 
complete the match in 
such conditions. 

The wet, muddy 
conditions meant that the 
game was error-ridden, 
and although the referee 
tried to officiate with 
empathy, the contest 
deteriorated into a series 
of scrums resulting from 
the inevitable dropped 
passes.
